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SPRING ST. WORK 


TPONED AGAIN 


“Indefinite Delay Benseia 
by Action of City in Dig- 
ging Deep Ditch,” Says 
Oscar Mills. 


“The city of Atlanta indefinitely 
postponed the paving of Spring 
street by the county when the city 
forces dug 11 feet into the middle 
of Spring street,” J.. Oscar Mills, 
chairman of the county commission 
told The Constitution. Wednesday, 
“Six weeks ago H. L. Collier, chief 
of the city construction depart- 
ment,”” continued Mr. Mills, “wrote 
me a letter in which he stated that 
his communication wasto serve an 
official notification thatthe city had 
turned the street over to the county 
and that work could be started as 
soon as the sath Fe wanted to be- 
gin.” 

Preparatory to bringing the 
county’forces into the city to start 
paving Spring Street Mr. Mills visit- 
ed Spring stregg Wednesday and 
found the middle of the street be- 
tween Marietta and Walton streets 


and between Luckie street and Car- 
negie way, torn up. He stated that 
a ditch 11 feet deep had been dug, 
and that it would prevent the forces 
from beginning work. 


“No Great Delay.” 

Mr. Collier stated that the ex- 
cavations were being made for the 
purpose of ‘laying sewers in the 
street and making surface connec- 
tions on each piece of property 


lying between the streets mention- 
ed. He further stated that there 
would be no great delay, and that 
his forces would be out of the way 
by Saturgay night, and that the 
county forces would be able to start 
work Monday morning, 
Mr. Mills pointed out that a very 
expensive pavement would be laid 
by the county, and that the county 
commissioners did not intend to put 
the pavement down and they within 
six months let the «city or any 
property owner dig into the con- 
crete to make sewer, water or gas 
connection: 
“J was told this afternoon that 
Mr. Collier said that we could start 
to work Monday, as the city forces 
would be out of the way by then,” 
said Mr. ~ lls. “The city can not 
possibly make the proper sewer 
connections before Monday, when 
they just started the work Wed- 
nesday. We will not put any pave- 
ment down until the Suidatn has set- 
tled.”’ 
Mills’ Position. 
“This simply means a long drawn 
out wait. The city knew that we 
were going to start work Wednes- 
day, and 1] can not understand why 
its officials waited until today to 
begin the sewer work. The coun- 
ty has been speeding up wherever 
possible, cutting every corner in 
order to get to this work, and now 
ei we are here we can not be- 
g nn.” 4 
The latest obstacle to the paving 
project came as a great surprise to 
the property owners and to the cit- 
izens of the city at large, who had 


expected the work to begin the mid-} 


dle of the week. For several years 
the project has been talked and 
planned, and the first of the year 
the county agreed to pave the:street. 
Collier’s Statement. 

“There is no cause for any long 
delay,” said Mr. Collier. “All of my 
men will be out of Spring street by 
Saturday night, and the county can 
go right to work. I thought it best 
to make these connections before 
the paving was laid, but have been 
delayed on account of my men being 
busy elsewhere. 
“T don’t think it will be necessary 
to allow the ditches to settle before 
laying the pavement. They are only 
two and one-half feet wide, and the 
concrete will hold up over that 
distance. In fact, the concrete will 
hold up for ten feet without gding 
down, and a two and one-half foot 
sink in the subsoil will not cause 
any trouble.”

Poison to Wife

Spelling of Asylum by 
Littrual Leads to Con- 


fession—He and Woman 


. Contemplated Crime for | 


Several Months. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 28.—When 
detectives asked George Littrual to 
spell “a-s-y-l-u-m,” he wrote it 
“g-y-!I-u-m.” 

The misspelled word corresponded 
to one on a package of candy sent 
to the Central hospital for the In- 
sane; which is credited- with hav- 
ing poisoned and caused the death 
of Mrs. Lizzie Brooks, an inmate, 
and, according to police, it led. to 


had tried to kill his insane wife 
that he might marry = another 
woman. Littrual confessed the plot 
after forty-eight haurs of cross-ex- 
amination, detectives reported. 

Mrs. Susia Littrual, the wife for 
whom it is said the poisoned candy 
was intended, is uninjured. She de- 
tected a bitter taste and passed the 
candy around to her friends. 

In the confession Littrual signed 
today and gave to Detective Chief 
Robert Sidebottom, he said he and 
the other woman, Bessie Sharp, had 
contemplated. the crime for several 
months. He described how he came 
from his home in Cagey Wead to 
mail the candy, after buying HK and 
the strychnine at Gallatin. The re- 
turn address of a relative was 
placed on the package’ to divert sus- 
picion, Littrual is said to have ex- 
plained.’ 1 

The candy was recéived at the 
hospital ,W ednesday and Mrs. 
Brooks dina the following day. 
Littrual was arrested Saturday, but 
he had continually protested his 
innocence.

CONSPIRACY CHARGED 
BY FEDERAL PRISUNER 


David T. Blodgett, now agree & 
sentence of twenty years in the At- 
lanta federal penitentiary for send- 
ing pamphlets containing an ad- 
dress as delivered in Thomson, Ga., 
on June. 23, 1917, by omas E. 
Watson, in which the selective serv- 
ice act was attacked, to nearly 10,- 
000 men subject to military duty 
under the draft, has Anstituted pro- 
ceedings for his release in the fed- 
eral court for the northern district 
of Georgia. 

In a petition for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, Blodgett charges that 
Judge artin J. Wade, who pre- 
sided at his trial in the federal 
court at Des Moines, Iowa, and 
United States Attorneys E. G. 
Moore and John C. Demar, dho con- 
ducted the proseeution conspired to- 
gether to al ly the administra- 
tion of justice by agreeing to sup- 
port four distinct acts of partiality 
on the part of the trial jury. 

The indictment returned against 
him on November 27, 1917, charged 
him with feloniously attempting to 
cause insubordination, desertion, 
mutiny and refusal. of duty in the 
United States civ nel J service by 
distributing reproductions of Wat- 
son’s address, which, it is said, con- 


tained statements to the effect that; 


congress had no authority to com- 
pel military service by citizens of 
the United States; that the power 
of congréss to provide S&:tra mili- 
tary forces wads usurped and was 
“kaiser war power,” and that war 
was declared on Germany in viola- 
tion of the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States. ‘ 

One act of partiality by the jury, 
the petition alleges, was that after 
evidence had been introducsd at 
the trial to show that the accused 
was insane in April, 1916, that he 
had been affected by several months 
of mental effort put forth in con- 
nection with business interests, and 
that he was ihsane when he pre- 
pared the pamphlets for distribu- 
tion, the jury returned special ver- 
dicts adjudging him gane.

Cox on Reservations. 

While adhering to the idea that

There 
will be nothing in his speech indi- 
cating that he will follow the unal- 
terable course of President Wilson 
in driving through the covenant, but 
he- will take unquestionable issue 
with Harding on the idea of a sep- 
arate. peace with Germany.
